INCOME TAX CUT 
PROPOSAL GETS 
QUICK SUPPORT 
BY DEMOCRATS

WASHINGTON 
..ft—Democrats 
In Congress* massed jubilantly to­ 
day behind a newt, proposal to cut 
individual income taxes. Republi­ 
cans, conscious of its political im­ 
plications, approached the issue 
warily. 
The fresh proposal to provde 
new tax relief by boosting person­ 
al exemptions was .sprung unex­ 
pectedly yesterday by Sen. George 
(D-Ga), ranking Democrat on the 
Senate Finance Committee which 
handles tax bills. 
George suggested that the per­ 
sonal exemption be raised from 
the present $600 to $800 this year 
and to $1,000 next year. He said 
he viewed such action as a nec­ 
essary anti-recession measure. 
Hailed By Democrats 
The George proposal goes much 
farther than a like idea sponsored 
by Democratic members of the , 
House Ways and Means Commit- I 
tee. These House Democrats Mig-* 
gested that the personal exemption 
be hiked to $700—but they were 
; beaten 15-10 by the Republican 
majority on the committee which 
now is busy overhauling the na­ 
tion’s tax structure. 
A number of House Democrats 
have made it plain they will fight 
for their plan when the tax re­ 
vision bill reaches the floor in 
about two weeks. They hailed the 
George proposal and said it would 
make their battle an easier one. I 
Tax legislation must originate in 
the House. The Gaorge proposal, 
however, could be added to the 
tax 
revision 
measure 
when 
it 
comes to the Senate. 
Would Help Large Families 
The George plan would be of 
most help to large families and 
those with low income. 
George said his proposal actu­ 
ally would not mean a net revenue 
loss of 4’2 billion this year. 
He explained he would substitute 
the personal exemption increase 
for some of the other tax relief 
measures in the revision bill now 
being drafted by the House Ways 
and Means Committee.

O P ER A T E TEN 
T O L L BRIDGES 
AT SMALL COST 


HARRISBURG <P— Operating ex­ 
penses for IO toll bridges taken 
over by the state several years ago 
are considered by the Pennsylva­ 
nia Highways Department as tight 
as any toll system in the country. 
Highways S e c r e t a r y E. L. 
Schmidt said expenses are running 
about 15 per cent of collections in 
the operation of the bridges. 
••That’s as tight as operating ex­ 
penses as you’ll find in any toll 
system in the country,” he said 
Thursday. 
Since the state took over the IO 
spans in 1949 actual toll collections 
have been $5,719,380 and expenses 
$881,641. 
Listing toll takers* salaries as 
the 
principal 
item 
of 
expense, 
Schmidt pointed out that there is 
an average daily cost of $594.50 for 
toll collections. 
The Point Marlon bridge opera­ 
tion has one of the lowest expense 
accounts with collection costs run­ 
ning about 12 per cent of tolls. 
The span carries Rout 119 traf­ 
fic across the Monongahela River 
in Fayette County and has a 25- 
cent automobile toll. 
$3 Af i I lion In Fund 
Although gross toll collections 
have totalled $5,179,830, the ex- 
pense of operating the spans has 
reduced the amount actually trans­ 
ferred to the toll bridge fund to 
$4,837,739. 
The fund, including $742,079 In 
assets acquired when the bridges 
were purchased by private inter­ 
ests, now amounts to $5,579,818, 
Schmidt said the spans probably 
won’t be freed until late 1955 or 
early 1956. 
The state purchased nine of the 
IO spans for 6‘j million dollars. 
The cast of the Walnut Street 
Bridge in Harrisburg is still in liti­ 
gation. That may run as high as 
a million dollars, Schmidt esti­ 
mated.

SENTENCE GIRL 
SLAYER TO DIE IN 
GAS CHAMBER 


HOLBROOK, 
Arlz. 
LP — New 
Mexico carnival owner Carl J. Folk 
convicted of the sadistic slaying 
of a Wattsburg, Pa., woman, has 
been 
sentenced 
to 
die 
in 
the 
Arizona State Prison’s gas cham­ 
ber April 30. 
Folk manintalned his innocence 
Thursday and wept as Superior 
Court Judge Don T. Udall passed 
sentence on the 60-year-old former 
inmate at a New Mexico insane 
asylum. 
Judge Udall delivered a scathing 
rebuke of New Mexico officials in 
pronouncing sentence. 
“ In no case in the annals of 
crime will one find such a night 
of torture, sadism, assault and mur­ 
der as on th*e night of Dec. I, 
1953,” the judge declared. He said 
New 
Mexico 
officials 
“ grossly 
erred in giving so vile a criminal 
his liberty.” 
On the night in December, the 
state had charged, Folk assaulted, 
tortured and finally strangled Mrs. 
Betty Faye Allen as her husbana 
lay tied helplessly in the couple's 
trailer home near here. 
Wounded By Husband 
The husband, Raymond, was tak­ 
ing his young wife and their son 
to a new' home in San Jose, Calif. 
Allen managed to free himself and 
shot and wounded Folk with a gun 
Allen kept in his pickup truck. 
Folk had been committed to an 
insane 
asylum 
in 
New 
Mexico 
Nov. I, 1949. after being charged 
with assaulting a young girl. Tw-o 
months after he was committed he 
was released and, at his wife's 
request, 
papers 
declaring 
him 
legally sane were issued in 1951. 
Mrs. Folk, who was present dur­ 
ing the sentencing, also wept as 
her husband protested his inno­ 
cence. 
“ I am not guilty,” Folk told 
Navajo 
County 
Superior 
Court. 
"Things w-ere said in this court­ 
room that did not occur. I did 
not commit murder. I did not tor­ 
ture anybody. All I did was tie 
them up.” 
Judge Udall called the slaying 
the w-orst crime of its kind in 
history. 
“The court 4s amazed at your 
being at large (then) with your 
recent record of crim e,” he said. 
“ I am fully convinced that this 
crime would never have occurred— 
that is, you would never have 
been in a position to commit it— 
had the New’ Mexico psychiatrists, 
your witnesses, based their con­ 
clusions on the true medical and 
psychiatric findings obtainable in 
your case.”

YANKEES GUARD 
INDIAN TROOPS 
LEAVING KOREA 


SEOUL Lf)—Four hundred Indian 
troops, guarded by U.S. riflemen, 
filed aboard a transport bound for 
home Friday while 700 liberated Ko­ 
rean War prisoners demonstrated 
in Seoul. 
The 
former 
POWs 
paraded 
through the streets of this capital 
shouting “Down with the Indians” 
and carrying banners blasting the 
troops which had guarded unrepa­ 
triated prisoners in the neutral 
zone. 
The Indian soldiers made the 60- 
mile train trip from Panmunjom 
to Inchon without incident despite 
threats from a high ROK official 
to block their departure. 
Lt. Gen. Won Yong Duk. South 
Korean provost marshal, had said 
the Indians would not be allowed 
to leave unless hi:> government re­ 
ceived guarantees of safety for 76 
Korean POWs taken to India. 
44>*r U. S. Uniform 
The 76 Koreans and 12 Chinese 
asked to live in neutral nations 
and were sent to India pending a 
final decision on their future. 
Observers said the demonstra­ 
tion by former prisoners might 
have been staged by Won. 
Most of the ex-POWs, many of 
them wearing U.8. Army uniforms, 
came 
here 
from 
ROK 
army 
centers in the south. They wore 
headbands identifying their group 
as “Anti-Communist Youth” and 
carried banners reading; “ Arrest 
the Indian intruders,” Let us fight 
to the death to get back our com­ 
rades” and “Punishment of the 
Indians.” 
Another 1.000 Indians are sched­ 
uled to make the trip to Inchon 
Saturday to board the transport 
Jalagopa!.

Mack said the A's offered 
Philley a $6,000 raise which would 
have put the outfielder in the $20,- 
000 bracket. Philley has declared 
he was never offered more than 
half that increase 
Player Deal 
Baseball people in these parts 
found it hard to believe the deal 
was a straight player swap with 
no cash involved. But that's what 
Mack said it was. It would seem 
that the 34-year-old switch hitting 
Philley, a line drive hitter and an 
outstanding 
hustler, 
would 
be 
worth at least $50 000 in today’s 
baseball market. Yet. all the A's 
have to show for him is a couple 
of minor league pitchers who may 
be back in the minors before long 
Of course, there’s always the 
chance that Wheat, a 200 pounder 
from Edwardsville, 111., or Upton, 
170-pound native of Cape G irard 
eau. Mo., may turn out to be good 
major league pitchers.
